"A gentleman asks if black people in this country should 
take up arms. We are not in a position to determine what 
form trouble must take. It is you the white man who is in a 
position to determine whether we should take up arms or not. 

We are supposed to be savages in Africa and Asia. A 
gentleman would like me to tell English people how they can- 
help us. I think you English people should go home, put a 
shilling in the gas meter, turn on the gas and say ’Goodbye’. 
That would be a very great contribution towards the troubles 
of the black people and towards humanity. You know as well 
as I do that the English people are an insult to humanity. 

I would think English people are only an obstacle to the 
struggling peoples of the earth. You are not in a position 
to tell us whether we will have freedom or not. We ore in 

a position to tell you to get off our backs. If you are 
not prepared to do so we shall shoot you. We in Africa 
and in Asia, we did not ask the English people to come to 
Africa or Asia to help us". 

(Heckler). We did not ask you to come here. 

,f I can prove it. It was the late Sir Winston CHURCHILL, 
a political prostitute, who said ’members of the Commonwealth, 
Britain needs you, come and help us’. That was an invitation 
to me . You asked me to coine here and now that I have come

You exploited, robbed, and raped our people. You iiaposed 
your way of life on n\y people.

I am giving you an education your mother and 
father could not afford . 

You imposed your religion on i.\y people. We did not 
ask you for it hut you came and you told is many lies. 

You told us that God sent on angel to tell you that you 
should go to Africa to preach religion to the African people’.'. 

It is only a matter of time, and time in Africa is 
on our side. That is why guerillas are fighting in southern 
Africa. Tomorrow you shall run in the streets. 

We have not created the historical conditions that 
exist today. It is the English people who have created those 
conditions. It is our duty as black people to emancipate 
ourselves from the white man. I am confident that our people, 
like all other peoples, will rise to their responsibilities 
and will solve their problem, even if it means the spilling 
of their blood. That is why today in the United States 
the black people there are not prepared to listen to the white 
man ar\y more but they are prepared to take positive action 
in order to solve their problem. This is the historical 
force, and no/ power on earth can stop the trend of history. 
This is the world in which we are involved and as we know that 
all men were born free but it is other men who make slaves 
of other men. The Englishman made slaves of our people. 

In the West Indies our people were being enslaved in the 
sugar plantations, our people, when they needed medical 
attention, Englishmen buried them alive. This is the 
record of a civilized people, the English people. They 
buried our people alive when they needed medical care. When
